possible. Low lands especially aru In 
good condition for plowing and steeling. 
Little ruin has fallen In any section, but 
the ahowerd have1 benefltted the ground 
very inucti; mure Is needed for grassi. 
She nights have been cold, and then; 
•was a heavy frost on the morning of Hie 
20th. It IB not thought that much ditm- 
age has been done to fruit blossoms, 
although some correspondents report 
Blight Injury. Tha season la considered 
backward In Aroosjtook county, and no 
pruat amount of planting has yet been 
done tilers. In thu southern counties, 
planting and sowing Is well advanced. 
Apples have blossome'd unusually fui 
The shower of the 22d was accompanied 
ty a high tornado-like wind at Win- 
slow, In Kennebec county, which did 
•cine damat-e to fruit and shade trees. 


New XTuuip«lilre. 


New flampshlre reports say that the 


ehower ot the 19th gave .38 Inch of 
rain In Bolknap county, but only .06 
Inch at Newton, in Rocklngham county, 
while In sections between the two places 
only a trace fell. The days have been 
fairly warm, but .the nights have been 
very cool, with frosts on the 20th. 21st, 
und 24th. That of the 20th gave a tem- 
perature several degrees below freez- 
ing In places, and grapes and early 
vegetables wera slightly Injured. There 
is no report of Injury to the apple buds 
by the frost. Apples and small fruits 
are reported to be setting well, but they 
are drying up and falling off badly. 
Wild blackberries and nut-bearing trees 
are blossoming quite full; grapes are 
Indicating a full blossom. Farm work 
Is In all stages of progress In this state, 
some having completed planting, ex- 
cept the late forage crops, while others 
have but Just begun. Some claim that 
the seed Is ^ast as well off out of the 
ground as In. Inasmuch as seed that has 
been planted for three weeks has not 
even swollen. Pa3tures are short and 
dry, and fields are suffering much for 
want of raJn. Oats are turning yellow 
In places. Grass Is heading out, while 
standing not more than three or four 
inches high. It looks better where the 
Ehowers gave even one-fourth Inch of 
rain; but It Is reported to be In pretty 
poor condition. 


Vermont. 


There has been little change In the con- 


dition of the weather and Its effects on 
the crops In Vermont during the past 
week. The weather has been generally 
pleasant, but the cool nights and cold, 
drying north winds, with the general 
lack of rainfall, have been unfavorable 
to all crops. Across the central part of 
the state nearly one-fourth Inch of rain 
came on the 19th, and grass has been 
Improved, and oats are looking fairly 
well. But reports In both northern and 
southern counties Indicate only a trace 
ot moisture, and a good deal of anxlo:y 
regarding the future of the grass crop.

I)r. Eonj.-IT. Hartwell of 'A'yer, wlio.is

There "vva.4 an extensive 
black scar between tho thumb and ringer 
on the right hand. 
Ort the liottura of" the 


right foot there was a similar mark. 
Wit- 


ness should judge that . death had \jeen 
caused "by electricity. 


Officer John Buchanan testified flint he 


was on duty that morning on Pawtuckct 
struct. On that morning he felt a slight 
shock from the ground near the corner of 
M'nlker street and upon investigating 
found a wire hanging from the crutch of a. 
tre'i, the end resting upon the curb- 
stone. 


He notified the polics station at once 


and^remuined near l>y. "When lie saw the 
car coining he went back to warn tho pas- 
sengers on it. The treo was then smok- 
ing from' the current. 
The conductor 


changed tho trolly and came to look at 
the wire. 


ICemade a motion to move it and was 


warned by the witness. 


He said it was insulated and touched 


it-Then he seized it again and Jell back 
groaning into witness' arms.

"Witness threw him away, receiving a 


shock. 


His eyes rolled and he was 'apparently 


dead. 


"Witness said bethought that Cahalane 


never knew what happened. The wind 
had been blowing very ,hard and the air 
was very dry. 


"Willie Forsythe; a boy employed in the 


L. & S. office, received the 
telephone 


message at about 10.45 that there had 
beau an accident; 


Svipt. "\Yentwbrtti received tha notice 


and informed Manager Sullivan. He then 
\veuc up on a car to keep the people out of 
danger, he said. 
Then hi> got the emer- 


gency wagon and had the wire replaced. 


Judge Hadley asked Superintendent 


"Wentworth about the system of inspection 
of wires . 


lr. "Wentworth's description of the sys- 


tem was that the position of tbe emer- 
gency wagon is always kv.own to some- 
body who can despatch, it to the scene oi 
the accident. 


Besides this, he said, men keep watch 


on the wires to see when the insulation is 
worn off, etc." An hour after he said tho 
wire was replaced. 


The wire, he sniil, went to the station to 


feed the Nashua line and the current ia 
much more powerful than, in a trolley 
wire. 


It is the dntyof employes on cars, he 


said, to notity the station oi accident to 
•wires immediately, but itis not their-duty 
to do anything'to the wires themselvas. 


Florence J. Donajrhue,' the starter,stated 


that the hoy told him of the "wire burning 
the tree on Pawtucket'street. He sent for 
the linemen and in a few minutes the boy 
came again and told triat a conductor waw 
killed. He told of the manner in -which 
the repairing was done. It ia the busi- 
ness of uiotortnen and conductors he said 
to let wires alone but to notify the starter 
of accidents. If necessary a man must 
stand by and warn others to keep away, 
but in all cases to let wires alone. 
These 


rules are well known to all employes. 


Frank M. Spicer, foreman of electric 


wiring, was sent to the. scene. 
In his 


opinion the wire was broken by the wind. 
He said the wires are carefully inspected 
by himself, and he instructs his men to 
watch carefully for weak placen in the 
wires.

George Chase, one of the 
emergency 


gang, got notice of the break at about 11 
o'clonk, and on going found the • .wire in 
the street. • About an hour before he had 
passed there and the wire.was all right. 
His instructions are to be very careful on 
windy and rainy days. 


Fred Davis, another lineman, went to 


the power house and made sure that the 
current was off - before the >break was re- 
paired.

THE LAST STRUCK FOUR .WEST- 


EEIT STATES. 


AlDreary Waste Now Marks 


Its Course. 


Des 
Molnes, May 26.--Forty-thrce 


filled, a acure fatally Injured and about 


-BO people less seriously hurt Is as neur 
na can be estimated the result of the- 
destructive tornado which swept por- 
tions of Iowa and Kansas Sunday night. 
The property loss Is heavy, but accurate 
estimates arc- thus far an Impossibility. 


The storm occurred between 'J and 10 


o'clock Hunday nighl, accompanied ty 
a dcatenlrfg roar, o. deluge of rain and 
hall. Its truck was sev.ral miles in 
length and 1'rom a quarter to a half mlk; 
In width. A great amount of live stock 
•was killed, and the crops In the path of 
tho storm utterly destroyed. It Is not 
likely the rullroa.il will be 'repaired no 
thc-i traffic can be resumed for several 
Ouys. 


Thu district traveled by the storm Is 


very fertile. 
Timber and dt-ad stock 


are strewn over the path of the Sturm 
In all directions. 
The death list will 


probably aggregate 2G, Q.H a number of 
persons are still missing in addition to 
Ihoae reported killed and Injured. 


The storm originated nt-ar the town 


of Ankony, (J5 miles north of Des Molnes. 
An near as can be ascertained, from 
those who saw the sight, two clouda, 
one from the northwest and one from the 
southwest, met, and then dropped down 
on tha earth, and wrought their havoc on 
all that was loose and fast. 


The 
etorm 
moved northeastward. 


Near the town of Bondurant, it found 
its first victims, the members of the 
ilaille family. Many farmers who had 
attended the church services had buen 
unable to get home before the Btorni, 
and their lives were thus saved. 
The 


track ol the tornado at this point was 
about a quartor of a mile wide. It wont 
riorth of the town of Santiago. 
All 


along tha course the fences und builtl- 
Ings und crops and trees were com- 
pletely destroyed. Cellars were heaj>e<l 
with mud and debris. Those who lied 
to caves -were invariably saved, but so 
sudden was the approach of tlie storni 
that many were unable .to flnd'sheller. 


Passing onward, the-storm struck 


Valeria. Tine railroad bridge, on the 
Chicago and Great Western was the 
llrst object It wrestler with. The bridge 
•was completely demolished, and the rails 
were twisted and bent out of shape. The 
town was almost completely ruined. 
The buildings were demolished when 
they stood In the full force of the storm, 
und those which stood along the edae 
of the storm were moved and twisted 
and In other ways injred. A school- 
house was taken away bodily, and the 
fragments ot H have so far escaped dis- 
covery. The family of Charles Phalen 
seem to have been the greatest suffer- 
ers near this point. They wire literally 
wiped out of existence, together with all 
their possessions. A pltltul story Is tuld 
of how two children tried to hold tho 
door against the storm until the house 
•was lifted up bodily. There were some 
strange- pranks played near this town. 
An old man holding a baby was lifted 
up and dropped In an adjoining field, 
without the least injury being done to 
him or the child. 


Leaving the wrecked town the, storm 


moved forward, laying the country bare, 
wrecking houses and killingtheInhabit- 
ants. 
An observer near Valeria, "who 


na\v the storni and observed It care- 
I'ully, says that the cloud appeared to be 
a high balloon, dark green In color, 
with a light streak In the center. It 
traveled at a tremendous rate, tearing 
up the largest trees by the roots or 
stripping them clean of leaves and bark, 
driving roats into the t.arth and twist- 
ing buildings In the edge o£ Its track, 
tincl first spattering the houses close to 
it with mud and sand, stripping hedges 
and licking the grass from the fields. 


From Valeria the storm passed near 


the town of MInso. At Ira, the cloud 
die! Its last damage In Jasper county. 
Some of the residents say that the cloud 
divided, others that It was lifted upward 
and speu on in midair with a frightful 
noise. The laUer theory is probably the 
correct one. 


Later In the evening, a tornado seems 


to have a truck near Manchester, In Dela- 
ware county, although reports are still 
very meagre from there. It Is possible 
that- that was the same storm. 
Then 


nfter traveling 150 miles, in the air It 
once more dropped clown t'J earth and 
laid bore e. atrip half a mile wide and six 
or eight miles long. 


There were serious disturbances In 


northeastern Iowa, and they may have 
been In the wake of the same cloud, 
crossing the Mississippi river In Clayton 
county. The weather bureau Is at- 
tempting to trace the progress ol the 
Btorm as here Indicated. 


The total loss of property Is hard to 


estimate. The crop which was ruined 
can be replanted In many places, as the 
season Is still comparatively early. The 
buildings destroyed will aggregate from 
JIUO.OOO to $200.000 In value.

The Pastures Have Suffered 


From 
Drought, 


DAMAGE BY COLD NIGHTS AND 


HEAVY TEOSTS. 


Vegetation Aided by the 


Recent Rains. 


Boston, May 26.—The follorring cli- 


mate and crop bulletin Is Issued by the 
United Status department of agriculture, 
New England section, J. "Warren Smith, 
director: 


Maine. 


Favorable weather for farm work has 


prevailed during the week In Maine, 
and It has been carried on as fast aa 
possible. Low lands especially are In 
soo& condition for plowing and seeding. 
Little rain has fallen In any section, but 
the showers haveibenefltted the ground 
very much; more Is needed for grass. 
I'he nights have been cold, and there 
was a heavy frost on the morning of tha 
20th. It Is not thought that much dam- 
age has been done to fruit blossoms, 
although some correspondents report 
slight injury. The season Is considered 
backward In Aroostook county, arid no 
frreat amount of planting has yet been 
done there. In the southern counties, 
planting and sowing is well advanced. 
Apples have blossomed unusually fvii 
The shower o£ the 22d was accompanied 
by a high tornado-like wind at "Win- 
slow, In ICennebec county, which did 
eorue damage to fruit and shade trees. 


2Tcw HaunptiULrB, 


New Hampshire reports say that the 


showar or the 19th . save .33 Inch of 
rain In Belknap county, but only .06 
Inch at Newton, In Rocklnffham county, 
while In sections between the two places 
only a trace fell. The days have been 
fairly warm, but the nights have been 
very cool, with frosts on the 20th. 21st, 
and 24th. That, of the 20th gave a tem- 
perature several degrees below freez- 
ing in places, and "grapes and early 
vegetables were slightly injured. There 
is no report of Injury to the apple buds 
by the frost. Apples and small fruits 
are reported to be setting well, but they 
are drying up and falling off badly. 
"Wild blackberries and nut-bearing trees 
are blossoming quite full; grapes are 
Indicating a full blossom. Farm work 
Is In all stages of progress In this state, 
some having completed planting, ex- 
cept the late forage crops, while others 
liave but Just begun. Some claim 'that 
the seed Is just as well off .out of the 
ground as In, Inasmuch as seed that lias 
been planted for three weeks has not 
even swollen. Pastures are short and 
dry, and fields are suffering/much for 
want of rain. Oats are turning yellow 
In places. Grass is heading out, while 
standing not more than three-or four 
Inches high. It looks better where the 
Bho\vers gave even one-fourth inch of 
rain,- but .it Is reported to be In pretty 
poor condition. 


Vermont. 


There has been little change In the con- 


dition of the weather and its effects on 
the crops !n Vermont-during :the past 
week. The -weather has been generally 
pleasant, but the cool nights and cold, 
drying north winds, with the general 
lack of rainfall, have been unfavorable 
to all crops. Across the centre! part of 
"the 
state nearly one-fourth Inch of rain 


came on the 19th, and grass has been 
Improved, and oats are looking lalrly 
well. But reports In both northern and 
southern counties indicate only'a trace 
of moisture, and a good deal of anxiety 
regarding the future of the grass crop. 
All seeds grow very slowly.' In.places, 
corn that was planted a week ago has 
not sprouted. Streams are low. - The 
temperature fell to 30 decrees on the 
morning of the 20th. and early vegeta- 
bles were Injured that morning, and also 
on the 24th. It Is feared that the cold 
north winds have injured fruit.

In western Hampden county, Massa- 


chusetts, only enough rain has fallen 
during the,week to lay the dust for tha 
time being, and In northern Worcester 
county'only l-10tli Inch came, but Jn the 
southeastern part of the state a moder- 
ate shower came on the 19th, and on the 
2Jst enough fell to wet well down to the 
moist soil below. .Over one Inch was 
recorded at Nantucket on the 21st.

A MILITARY EXPEDITION. 


LauTH of Xeiifcruljty Were ."VIolate'cl by tlie 


SUiaiuship Horsa. 


Washington. May 26. —The supreme 


court of the United States yesterday de- 
cided the cases of Wlborg et al. vs. the 
United States, Involving the Horsa Cu- 
ban expedition,'affirming the Judgment 
of the district court for. Pennsylvania, 
sentencing Captain "Wlborg to imprison- 
ment and fine for engaging In the ex- 
pedition, and reversing It as to Peteraen 
and Johanscn, the mates of, the vessel. 
The arms and men carried by the Horsa 
constituted k military expedition within 
the meaning of the neutrality laws.. The 
Individuals constituting the body need 
not be armed to come within the intent 
of tlie law. All.-the elements of a mili- 
tary expedition were present on the 
Horsa. 
The evidence did not tend to 


show that the mates had such knowledge 
of the errand of the Hprsa at the time 
the vessel left Philadelphia to. warrant 
the Judgment against them, and It was 
reversed, -with the Instructions'to give 
them a new trial.
